Firat, than, ramemlKr that a bouse 
la not ballt (or a day or a yea, but 

will last a long time, and do not liegin 
until you have carefully thought out 
where you will l)uild as well as how 
you will build. Tbia aaw houa ia to 
be to your faaily life what your body 
is to your aoul And juat aa the soul 
and character are affected by the 
bodly eondition, w will your family 
life be affected by the houae in which 
it is lived. A light, cheerful, oon- 
venieiit house in a healthy loi^ation 
will do much toward making home 
the happiaatplaaaoaeaitb. 

In selecting the place in which to 
build a bouae the most impoitant 
thing to remember is not to />uil(l on 
low grouttd. On a ria the wala will 
drain away; but la a ImMow, w on 
low level ground, there is dampneaa, 
malaria, and sickness. A gentle bill- 
aide slope ia probably tha bat choice, 
apeciaUy if the highat part of the 
hill ia to the north and weat. This 
will be a protts-tion from the cold 
wintar winds and will make a nice 
Bo otla rB Mpoaura la your garden 
which you will want near tbe house. 

Next consider the soil aud, where 
poaaible, choose a gravelly or aandy 
aoU ratba tbaa a elay. Tbaelaf will 
fora nud wbaa H raia aad will not 
let the water drain away as will the 
gravel oraand. Mudboles are neither 
nor healthful around the 
If yoa wat baiU oa obv* 



make aonw eorerad ditcha to drain 
the ground well. Be saro also tbat 
the aoil is rich enough f<<r ilnvM-rsand 
graaa and the vegetable garden. 

If there is a strip of woods to the 
north and wat, it will cut off the cold 
winds from roar house in winter and 
will cool the hot wiuda in summer. 
It will sIho give a alipiter fur ntock 
and Ije a protection to the fruit trees 
and berry buHhea whirh ytjii can 
plant near. A fnw lini' hIihiIu trres 
near your house will hiI<I imich to its 
comfort and beauty 

Do not have so inurii ""hii li- hoiv 
ever that the huiihiiiue caunot I'nti r 
boldly into all your liviuK ronuiN Ht 
some time during tlin ddy l-'resh nir 
aud sunshine are the twn lifat doctora 
known, and they inaki* no iharj^e.
